‘The recent instructions to United States ‘Consill in n Canada to} 


ta: qitt legislation, ‘lhis-is -quite apart from ~ sthe question’ of the 
felative merits of Free ‘rade and Protection ~ ds policies. © It is 
based upon the fundamental law of tradé,. that.in order to sell we 
must be prepared to buy. rade “consists. not in the exchange of 
goods for money, but in. the exchange of goods for other goods or 
services. Money is used, of courses but merely as a means of facilitat 
ing the: exchange.. Goods are “first sold’ for. money, but unless 
the money, is used to buy -other goods, it is useless. Any tariff is 
a tax levied by the government on imports, and. the éffect is to 
reduce the amount of goods which the foreigner will obtain in ex- 
change for the goods and the effect is to reduce the amounit of 


goods which he exports to that particular country, If the tax. re-}, 


‘duces:the* foreigner will. obtain in exchange for the goods he ex- 
ports ‘to that ‘particular ‘country: lf the tax reduces this too much; 
he ioréigner will naturally go where he can get better returns, and

A. very hopetul sign in the instructions above noted is that the 
Consuls are to investigate opportunities for desirable investments 
for American capital. Such capital does not come to Canada in 
the shape of money. American money is no use, here; it must be 
sent back to the United States to be used andrit will therefore 
reach ug evntually.in the form of goods, This is trite whether 
the goods come in at the time, or whether, as is the case at present, 
the goods have already come in afid have to be paid for. ‘The pay-

HELP TO KILL ~ 
THE FIRE DEMON 

‘In comparison with any other line of business, the retailer seems 
unfortunate. More fires start in stores than any other place, and the 
loss, instead of diminishing, is getting heavier. ‘I'he merchants is deal 
ing with a highly combustible material, and too much care cannot be 
exercised in guarding against fire. Every man woman and child in 
the Dominion sutfers more or less directly financial loss because of 
our enormous annual lire wastage. Millions of‘dollars go up in smoke 
every. year, and compared with any other countrys per capita loss 
from this cause, Canada’s tax to fire is appalling. ‘Phe worst feature 
is that ninety-nine out of every htindred fires are preventable and 
due to carelessness. ° 

l‘or a number of years it has been our custom to atisérve Fire Pre- 
vention Week, but unfortunately, too many of us seem to have the 
impression that it applies to the other fellow—as long as our pro- 
perty is insured “we should worry. 
and-one that: is directly productive of the carelesaneps which is the 
aj fret step toward fire, 

Fire Prevention Week starts October 9th: It should not be lost 
sight of as-an opportunity for each one of us to apply it tovour pro- 
perty in spirit and letter, Hire Prevention, Week is an annual refmin- 
der that we need to clean up rubbish piles—those breeding places 
for the fire demon. It is a reminder to safeguard the heating ap- 
paratus, which will soon be needed, so that-it will function without 
getting out of control, ’ i 

Stove pipes should be cleaned, and thin,’ burned-out sections re- 
placed. Old-paper and rubbish, intlammable materfal ‘of every kind 
should be disposed of. Electric wiring overhauled, tin receptacles 
prepared for oily rags, arid warnings posted urging smokers to be 
carefull of cigar and cigarette stubs and matches. 

Canada is a young nation. She needs to conserve her resources in- 
stead of burning them up at a greater rate than perhaps any other 
country on the face-of the earth.
